January 9. a 
goodly number of Brainerd’!! cHlier.s 
gathered at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce to listen to talks given by Dr. 
N. O. Beurre and Miss Cordiner of 
thei University of Minnesota,

conducted the children’s clinic at the 
W ashington building during the day. 
They spoke in a most interesting and 
instructive way of efforts which are 
being made to improve the physical 
condition of children. 


Dr. Pearce gave a brief history of 
such work in the United States, tell­ 
ing of its beginning fifteen »ars ago 
when registration 
of 
births 
and 
deaths indicated a very large infant 
mortality. 
He said; 
“Since that 
time Infant W elfare societies have 
been organized in many cities and 
lately in rural communities which 
have saved the lives of many babies. 
Now this work is bt lug extended to 
older children, the necessity fur it 
being realized especially since the 
statist ice showing the large number 
of young men who were physically 
unfit for the army were made pub­ 
lic. 
New York city took the lead in 
holding clinics for children, and t*>- 
I day there is a nation-wide movement 
! in this direction. 
The most of the 
defective children are suffering from 
malnutrition. 
This is not a disease, 
hut is a retarded physical condition.
